N.  B.  If  you  double  the  time  of  the  sun's  setting, 
you  will  have  the  length  of  the  day  ;  and  double  the 
time  of  the  sun's  rising  will  be  the  length  of  the  nighty

No  distilled  spirits,  (arrack  and  sweet  cordials  ex- 
cepted) to  be  imported  in  casks  or  vessels  of  less  ca- 
pacity than  JMnety  Gallons  Wine  measure,  on  pain 
of  forfeiture  with  the  ship  or  vessel,  nor  in  casks  or 
vessels  which  have  been  marked  pursuant  to  any  law 
of  the  United  States  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  the  said 
refined  loaf  or  lump  sugar,  and  distilled  spirits,togeth- 
er  with  the  ship  or  vessel :  Provided  that  the  forfeit- 
ure shall  not  be  incurred  on  "  any  spirits  imported

The  want  of  certificates  of  distilled  spirits,  wines, 
or  teas,  subjects  such  articles  to  seizure  and  fifty  dol- 
lars fine,  if  such  certificates  are  not  delivered  to  the 
purchaser  ;  and  if  any  cask,  cht  c,  vessel  or  case, 
containing  such  articles,  shall  be  found  in  the  posses- 
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sion  of  any  person,  without  beinc*  marked,  and  not! 
being  accompanied  with  a  certificate,  the  same  is 
liable  to  seizure. 

On  the  sale  of  any  casks,  8cc.  which  have  been 
marked,  the  marks  to  be  defaced  in  presence  of  some 
fcfiicer  of  inspection  or  custom  ;  and  the  certificate  of 
the  same  to  be  delivered  up,  under  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  with  the  costs  of  suit. 

Goods  from  foreign  ports  not  to  be  unladen  but 
between  sunrise  and  sunset,  without  special  licence, 
under  a  penalty  of  four  hundred  dollars  on  the  master 
and  every  other  person  concerned,  disability  from 
holding  any  office  under  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  seven  years,  and  being  advertised  in 
the  newspapers,  with  forfeiture  of  the  goods,  and  if 
above  four  hundred  dollars,  value  of  the  vessel  and 
apparel. 

Goods  removed  before  guaged  and  weighed,  and  if 
wines,  spirits,  or  teas,  before  being  marked,  without 
per  mission,  •am  ft***f**k***. 

Persons  giving  or  offering  a  bribe,  forfeit  from  two 
hundred  to  two  thousand  dollars-  Inspectors  and  of- 
ficers of  revenue  cutters  may  go  on  board,  examine 
and  search  vessels,  have  free  access  to  the  cabin, 
and  sealed  packages,  and  after  sun-set  secure  the 
hatches,  Sec.  Persons  in  charge  of  vessels*  for  break- 
ing fastenings,  but  in  presence  of  an  officer,  forfeit 
two  hundred  dollars. 

Officers  may  seize  within  or  without  their  districts 
— persons  resisting  or  impeding  them  forfeit  four 
hundred  dollars. 

The  master  or  commander  of  any  vessel  that  shall 
obstruct  or  hinder  (or  be  the  cause  thereof)  any  offi- 
cer of  the  revenue,  in  going  on  board  his  ship  or  ves- 
sel, for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the 
revenue  laws  of  the  United  States,  forfeits  from  fifty 
to  five-hundred  dollars. 

Register  Act.  Every  owner  of  a  vessel,  residing 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  to  swear  te  the 
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register  within  ninety  days  after  its  being  granted,  or 
i'hhecomes'void,  and  the  vessel  and  cargo  pays  for- 
eign tonnage  and  duty.

Connecticut 
i  New-Haven  were  separate  governments  till  the 
ceijgi  qi  Charles,  II,  in  1665,  when  by  agreement  they 


united,  and  were  incorporated  by  tfie  n^nnc  of  ftc 
Gdveimorand  Company  tff  Connecticut,    The  Chai  - 

ter  by  which  they  were  united  still  continues  to  ;e 
the  basis  of  their  government. 

The  State  of  Connecticut  has  made  rapid  progress 
in  improvement  both  in  wealth  and  civilization  No 
other  State  has  continued  for  so  many  years  in  one 
uniform  system  of  steady  habits  and  correct  princi- 
ples. To  the  influence  of  her  clergy  of  various  de- 
nominations, who  are  a  useful  and  respectable  class 
of  men  ;  and  to  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge, 
Connecticut  owes,  in  a  great  measure,  her  respecta- 
bility for  order  and  regularity.  Her  government 
from  the  beginning  to  the  present  time,  has  been  u- 
niformly  an  elective  democracy,  or  in  other  words,  a 
pure  system  of  Republicanism  ;  and  her  citizens 
have  ever  been  jealous  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
winch  they  enjoy. 

She  has  been  highly  distinguished  in  having  a  suc- 
cession of  Governors,  eminent  both  for  their  religious 
and  political  accomplishments  ;  a  list  of  whom  here 
follow  :

To  find  the  moon's  southing  : 

RULE. 

Add  three  hours  to  the  time  of  high  water  on  any 

given  day,  as  it  is  inserted  in  this  almanack,  and  you 

-will  have  the  true  time  of  the  moon's  southing  for 

that  day. 

N.  B.  If  you  double  the  time  of  the  sun's  setting, 
you  will  have  the  length  of  the  day  ;  and  double  the 
time  of  the  sun's  rising  will  be  the  length  of  the  night.

term  of  credit  shall  not  extend  the  peri  d  beyond  two 
years  from  the  time  of  depositing  the  said  teas  ;  any 
teas  remaining  after  the  term  of  two  years,  to  be  sold 
by  .he  collector,  who  shall  return  the  surplus  (utter 
pitying  duties)  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof."

Restrictions  on  Importation*. 

No  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  of  foreign  growth 
or  manufacture,  subject  to  the  payment  of  duties, 
shall  be  brought  into  the  United  States  from  any  for- 
eign port  or  place  in  any  other  manner  than  by  sea^ 
nor  in  any  ship  or  vessel  of  less  than  Thirty  Tq#s 
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hurthen*  agreeable  to  the  mode  of  ascertaining^  A^ 
merican  tonnage,  except  in  certain  districts  on  the 
Northern,  Northwestern,  and  Western  bountiari^s- 
of  the  United  States,  adj<  iningto  the  dominions  of  G. 
Britain,  in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  the  dis- 
tricts on  the  rivers  Ohio  and  Missisippi. 

No  beer,  ale  or  porter,  to  be  imported  in  casks  of 
less  capacity  than  Forty  Gallons  beer  measure*  or  if 
inbott*es,in  packages  less  than  Six  dozen%xn\ti&v  pen- 
alty of  forfeiture,  with  the  ship  or  vessel. 

No  refined  lump  or  loaf  sugar,  shall  be  imported 
into  the  United  States  from  any  foreign  port  or  place, 
except  in  ships  or  vessels  of  the  burthen  of  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty  Ions  and  upwards,  and  in  casks  or 
packages,  containing  each  not  less  than  Six  Hundred 
fiounas*  on  pain  of  forfeiting  the  said  ship  or  vessel, 
and  the  loaf  or  lump  sugar  imported  therein,  except 
in  such  cask  or  packages  aforesaid* 

No  distilled  spirits,  (arrack  and  sweet  cordials  ex- 
cepted) to  be  imported  in  casks  or  vessels  of  less  ca- 
pacity than  Ainety  Gallons  Wine  measure,  on  pain 
of  forfeiture,  with  the  ship  or  vessel,  nor  in  casks  or 
vessels  which  have  been  marked  pursuant  to  any  law 
of  the  United  States,  on  pain  ©f  forfeiture  of  the  said 
refined  loaf  or  lump  sugar,  and  distilled  spirits,  toge- 
ther with  the  ship  or  vessel  :  Provided  that  the  for- 
feiture shall  not  be  incurred  on  "  any  spirits  imported 
or  brought  into  the  United  States,  in  other  casks  or 
vessels  as  aforesaid,  or  the  ship  or  vessel  in  which 
they  shall  be  brought,  if  such  spirits  shall  be  for  the 
use  of  the^eamen  on  board  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and 
shall  not  exceed  the  quantity  of  four  gallons  for  each 
seaman  "  and  which  shall  at  the  time  of  entry  of  the 
said  vessel*  be  inserted  in  the  said  manifest  as  the 
sea  stores  of  such  ship  or  vessel.11 

INFORMATION  GENERALLY. 

The  want  of  certificates  of  distilled  spirits,  wine, 
©r  teas,  subjects  such  articles  to  seizure  and  fifty  dol- 
lars fine,  if  such  certificates  are  not  delivered  to  tfcg 
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^purchaser  ;  and  if  anv  cask,  chest,  -vessel  of  eaSe, 
containing  such  articles,  shall  be  found  in  the  pos- 
session of  any  person,  without  being  marked,  and  not 
b  »ng  accompanied  with  a  certificate,  the  same  is  lia- 
ble to  seizure. 

On  the  sale  of  any  casks,  &c  which  have  been 
tnarked,  the  marks  to  b  defact  din  presence  of  some 
officer  of  inspection  or  custom  ;  and  the  certificate  ef 
the  same  to  be  delivered  up,  under  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  with  the  costs  of  suit. 

Goods  from  foreign  ports  not  to  be  unladen  but  be- 
tween sunrise  and  sunset,  without  special  licence,  un- 
der penalty  of  four  hundred  dollars  on  the  master 
and  every  other  person  concerned,  disability  from 
holding  any  office  under  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  seven  years,  and  being  advertised  m 
the  newspapers,  with  forfeiture  of  the  i*oods,  and  if 
above  four  hundred  dollars,  value  of  the  vessel  and 
apparel. 

Goods  removed  before  guaged  and  weighed,  and  if 
wines,  spirits,  or  teas,  before  being  marked,  without 
permission,  are  forfeited. 

Persons  giving  or  offering  a  bribe,  forfeit  from  two 
hundred  to  two  thousand  dollars.  Inspectors  and  of- 
ficers of  revenue  cutters  may  g©  on  board,  examine 
and  search  vessels,  have  free  access  to  the  cabin, 
and  sealed  packages,  and  after  sun-set  secure  the 
hatches,  &x.  Persons  in  charge  of  vessels,  for  break- 
ing fastenings,  but  in  presence  of  an  officer,  forfeit 
two  hundred  dollars. 

Officers  may  seize  within  or  without  their  districts 
— persons  resisting  or  impeding  them  forfeit  four 
hundred  dollars. 

The  master  or  commander  of  any  vessel  that  shall 
obstruct  or  hinder  (or  be  the  cause  thereof)  any  offi- 
cer of  the  revenue,  in  going  on  board  his  ship  or  ves- 
sel* for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  any^of  the 
revenue  laws  of  the  United  States,  forfeits  from  fifty 
\o  five  hundred  dollarst 
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Register  Act.— Every  owner  of  a  vessel,  residing 
•within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  to  swear  to  the 
register  within  ninety  days  after  its  being  granted,  or 
it  becomes  void,  and  the  vessel  and  cargo  pays  for- 
eign tonnage  and  duty.

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STATISTICAL  SKETCH 

OF  THE 

STATE  OF  CONNECTICUT. 


THE  Charter  of  Charles  II,  since  the  union 
of  the  two  original  colonies  under  it,  has  been 
the  basis  of  our  fr  ame  of  government.  The  Legis- 
lature consists  of  two  branches,  viz.  the  Up^er  House 
and  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  upper  house 
consists  of  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
and  twelve  Assistants.  The  house  of  representatives 
consists  of  two  hundred  members,  inhabitants  of  the 
towns  which  they  represent ;  the  whole  number  of 
towns  being  119,  of  which  81  send  two  representa- 
tives, and  33  one  only.  Connected  with  the  govern- 
ment are  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  Comptroller 
of  Public  Accounts*  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Ggv* 
ernor,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  are  chosen  annually 
at  the  freemen's  meeting  in  April,  from  the  freemen 
at  large.  The  Assistants  are  chosen  at  the  same 
time,  from  a  nomination  of  twenty  persons  made  at 
the  preceding  freemen's  meeting  i«  October.  The 
Comptroller  is  appointed  by  the  Legislature  in  May 
annually.  The  Commissioner  of  the  School  Fund 
is  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  and  holds  his  office 
during  their  pleasure:.  The  Overseers  of  New  -gate 
are  appointed  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same 
tenure.  '1*116  Auditors  of  the  Treasurers  accounts 
are  appointed  semi-annually.  The  representatives 
are  chosen  twice  a  year  at  the  freemen's  meelin? 
:;i  April  and  September.  The  Speaker  and  Clerks 
of -the  Hou*e  of  Representatives  are  chosen  at  each 
session  from  their  own  body. 
The  Judicial   Department  consists   of  a  Supreme 
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Probate  District,  and  an  indefinite  number  of  Justices 
of  the  Peace.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Errors  consists 
of  all  the  Judges  of  the  superior  court,  and  holds  t\*0 
terms  in  a  year,  one  at  Hartford  and  oho  at  New-Ha- 
ren,  alternately.  The  Superior  Court  consists  of 
one  Chief  Judge  and  eight  Assistant  Judges,  who  an- 
nually, in  the  month  of  June,  divide  themselves  into 
three  branches;  and  the  several  counties  in  the 
state  being  divided  into  three  circuits,  one  branch  is 
assigned  to  each  circuit.  Each  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  consists  of  one  Judge,  and  four  Justices  of  the 
quorum.  rhere  are  30  probate  districts,  each  hav- 
ing a  judge. 

The  principal  Executive  Officers  subordinate  to 
the  Governor,  are  the  sheriffs,  pf  which  there  is  one 
to  each  county.  They  are  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council,  and  hold  their  offices  during  the 
pleasure  of  that  body.  SheriTs  appoint  their  respec- 
tive deputies,  with  the  approbation  of  the  county 
court. 

Military  commissioned  officers  above  the  rank  of 
captain,  are  appointed  by  the  Legislature.  Compa- 
ny officers  are  chosen  by  their  respective  companies, 
and  established  by  the  Legislature.  The  officers  of 
the  State  Cor/i#,  however,  are  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, with  the  cor.sejit  and  advice  of  the  Council  ; 
and  the  officers  of  the  Volunteer  Corps  are  appoint- 
ed by  the  governor  alone. 

Commissioners  on  turnpike  roads,  and  commission- 
ers of  sewers  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  and 
Council.  Notaries  Public  are  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor alone. 

Mayors  of  cities  are  chosen  by  the  freemen  of  their 
respective  cities,  and  hold  their  offices  during   the  - 
pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Senators  in  Congress  are  appointed  by  the  Legis- 
lature. Representatives  are  chosen  by  the  freemen 
once  in  two  years,  at  their  meeting  in  September, 
from  a  nomination  of  13  persons  made  at  the  preced- 
ing freeman's  meeting  in  April.

Stock  owned  in  Banks  out  of  this  state,  is  not  put  in  the 
list  when  taxed  in  the  State  in  which  such  Bank  is  kept. 

Attorneys,  Phy?'  ians»  Surgeons,  and  Mechanics  are  ex- 
empted from  assessment  for  two  years  from  the  time  they 
commence  business. 

The  poll  of  each  non-commissoned  officer  and  private  of

The  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society  was  founded  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford  in  England.  It  was  established  in  Ameri- 
ca, at  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  in  Virginia,  on  the 
6th  day  of  December  1776.  A  branch  was  instituted  at 
Yale  College  in  January,  1780  ;  at  Harvard  College  in  July, 
1781  ;  and  at  Dartmouth  College,  in  1787,  These  branch- 
es are  distinguished  by  the  names  of  the  Alpha  of  Connecti- 
cut, the  Alpha  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Alpha  qfJSTew* 
Hampshire.  The  branch  in  Virginia  having  become  extinct, 
the  three  New  England  Alphas  are  the  only  ones  at  present 
in  Americat  No  charter  can  be  granted  unless  by  the  unani- 
mous approbation  of  all  the  branches. 

The  objects  of  the  Institution  are  to  promote  friendship 
and  science  among  its  members  ;  and  to  excite  emulation 
among  the  candidates  for  admission.  Its  influence  upon 
the  seminaries  where  it  is  established,  has  been  eminently 
happy.  No  college  honor  is  more  noxiously  sought  for  than 
an  admission  into  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa.
